To prevent misuse of the 
system, only trained customer 
service personnel have access 
to customer account in¬ 
formation, and the staff 
members are trained to screen 
and qualify all callers to verify 
that the caller is entitled to 
requested information. 

According to Andwood, the 
center has been developed over 
a three-year period.
